LoMcs Caused by StrlkM. 

From Bradsireeu'. 

The great waste and damage to 
a country's industries involved in a 
great strike is well shown by some 
lately published statistics of the 
losses caused by the strike of the 
Welsh coal miners, which ended 
recently. This cost is placed at 
130,000,000, or 11,500,000 weekly 
during the period the strike lasted. 
If the damage were confined to the 
mining industry itself this would 
be bad enough, but the intrrde- 
pendence of modern trade and 
commercial life made it necessary 
that a wide circle of industrial 
workers and enterprises should 
drink from the aame cup. For in- 
stance, it is estimated that the loss 
in coal freights alone was fully 
$7,000,000, while the losses of the 
railroads are placed at fully Jl2,ooo,- 
000. That the wages of sailors, 
the amounts paid for dock dues 
and other fairly measurable items 
were heavily reduced goes almost 
without saying. The indirect loss, 
some of which may never be re- 
gained, caused by the diversion of 
the coal trade to ether countries is, 
of course, incalculable, but the 
decided boom given the Amer- 
ican export trade in coal to 
British colonial ports is of too close 
a date to be forgotten. It has even 
been stated — though it is claimed, 
without adcijuate foundation— that 
the annual autumn maneuvers of 
British channel fleet were post- 
poned because of the strike.

The prevalence of this disr;ise. 
owing to the wet weather during 
the present season, has led to fre- 
quent inquiriea from farmers as to 
its cause and methods of preven- 
tion.
